illustrations, etc.—is less often susceptible of actual proof or even reasonable certainty than one might suppose from the freedom 
with which it is claimed by cataloguers. In its application to bindings, however, the term is by general agreement interpreted fairly 
broadly: anything in the style of the decade, or even of the quarter-century if before 1700, being accepted as contemporary. 


In summary, «contemporary» as used in our catalogues is intended to mean contemporary to the time of publication.

The “rate of wages, for manufacturers, mechanics, or labourers," 
for example, apparently spanned a wide range, “From One Dollar to 9 'h Dollars per week,” and 
“board by the week” might run from $2.00 to $3.50. The coin illustrations are of special interest 
to those with a numismatic bent. Depicted are a number of United States gold and silver coins 
of the period from 34 to $20.00 (among them a “rays” 254), along with a California gold slug 
and Bechtler gold coins. Foreign coins depicted include those of various Latin American coun¬ 
tries, Spain, France, Germany, Russia, England, etc. Current values in U. S. currency are given 
for all and the values for older U. S. gold coins reflect their value over face. Given their nature, 
surviving copies are usually well worn and copies in this state of preservation are encountered 
infrequently.

Though the Literary Letter was primarily directed toward booksellers and biblio¬ 
philes, the numismatic connections are numerous and important. Foremost perhaps, is 
William S. Frederick Mayer's The Literature of American Numismatics. [A PAPER READ 
BEFORE THE AMERICAN NUMISMATIC SOCIETY AT THE SECOND NOVEMBER MEETING /. Charles 
B. Norton was the brother of the first president of the Society, Frank H. Norton, and this 
link may explain its appearance in print. The existence of a published version of Mayer’s 
address was unknown to Howard L. Adelson when he compiled his excellent history of 
the American Numismatic Society in 1958. While Mayer’s bibliography is brief, as indeed 
was the body of American numismatic literature at the time, his pioneering work pro¬ 
vides much interesting information on the printed record and, also, insight into the state 
of coin collecting in America at its beginnings as a popular endeavor. Other articles present 
in the Literary Letter, often including woodcuts of coins and medals, discuss the 1792 half 
disme (“General Washington...visited the Mint almost every day. On one occasion, he 
brought with him $100 in silver bullion, which, at his request, were coined into half 
dismes... the profile on the obverse is supposed to have been intended for Lady Washing¬ 
ton.”), Washingtonia, coin collecting (“a pursuit as yet in its infancy in this country”), a 
listing of American medals, reports on coin auction sales, and Masonic numismatics. 
Also included are several price lists featuring American coins and medals and an adver¬ 
tisement for Dickeson's American Numismatic Manual.

Nicholas Marie Alexandre Vattemare, founder of the 
System of International Exchanges, was born in Paris in 1796 and died there in 1864. A 
man of many talents, he was a surgeon early in his career and later became a well-known 
ventriloquist who traveled throughout Europe and America. He subsequently gave up 
this occupation to promote adoption of his Systeme d’{.change International , initially 
aimed at the exchange of duplicate books between libraries, especially government pub¬ 
lications. Later it was extended to include works of art, maps, natural history specimens, 
coins, medals and other similar objects. He came to America in 1839 and again in 1847, 
and was granted funds by Congress and by several state legislatures to further his scheme, 
which met with greater success here than in Europe. He effected several exchanges with 
the National Institute (later the Smithsonian Institution). His rare 1861 work describing 
American coins, medals and tokens from 1652 to 1858 was written to complement the 
holdings of the Bibliotheque Nationale. Nearly 400 pieces are described. Sometimes mint¬ 
ages are noted, and many of the early items feature historical notes which are usually 
interesting if not always completely accurate.

According to Adelson, Sage “was one of the most important founders of the (Ameri¬ 
can Numismatic) Society." Informal meetings in 1858 at his residence, in fact, led to its 
formation. His writings in the New York Sunday Dispatch in 1857, entitled “Gleanings 
from Coins,” were widely read and prompted a series of witty responses from Charles 
Bushnell. Sage conducted his first coin auction in 1855 and held three more in 1859, of 
which the Bogert sale is the most notable. Priced and named copies are very rare. The 
catalogue at hand is signed on the front wrapper by P. F. Vanderhyden, who, it would 
appear, is responsible for the annotations. Buyers at the sale included Bushnell, Groh, 
Lewis, Curtis, Oliver, Lawrence, Foskett and many others whose names today are un¬ 
known.
